Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the double patenting 
rejections. Claims L5, 11, 13 and 16 having no other rejections should now be in condition 
for allowance.

Therefore, Applicants respectfully assert that claims 2-4, 
6-10, 12, 14 and 15 arc likewise allowable and, therefore, patentable. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the rejections to claims 2-4, 6-10, 
12, 14 and 15.
